In fact, he has de- | 
cided, unless his friends read. him | 
wrong indeed, that hé wants to bea 
public servant, That he believes he 
can get more satisfaction out of pub- 
lle iife than out of private: life, That 
doesn't mean that he will simply 
let himself be kicked upstairs into a 
sinecure. He will demand a job that 
he believes is a real one in which 
he can truly serve. 

And now we come to the second 
thing which has influenced Nelson's 
attitude, and it, like the first, 
brought about something like a con- 
yersion in the man. Just as he 
became convinced that a public ca- 
reer offered the best opportunity of 
service, s6 Nelson became convert- 
ed to expansionism in general and 
to the Importance of sma)) business 
in particular and this is one of the 
causes of friction in the WPB today 
—a notable result of which was the 
resignation of Charles E, Wilson. 

In the course of his experiénce in 
Washington, Nelson became con- 
vineed that maximum productivity 
of industry js essential fo prosperity, 
and more recently, that the protec- 
tion of small business in the com- 
ing readjustment period is essential 
to maximum production, He felt 
that if big business were to succeed 
and the capltalistic system of free 
enterprise were to be preserved, lit- 
tle business must be expanded. 

Specifically, Mr, Nelson believes, 
according to his often-expressed 
opinion, thot the more little bust- 
nesses there are, selling the things 
that a firm Hke Sears Roebuck sells, 
the more things Sears Rocbuclk 
will sell, 


PRODUCTIVE CAPACITY 
GREATLY INCREASES 
And now we come to some of the

1, Regardless of the size of the operation or the number of em- 
ployees, all pulpwood and limber operators and avoods work- 


ers are subject vo the Employment Stabilization Regulations. 


2. No worker now cipployed in’ the produetion of pulpwood or 
hunber may change from his present employment to areept 
other employment without the approval of the United States 
Employment Service of the War Manpower Commission. 


3. No employer engaged in the production of pupweoed or lun- 
her may hire a worker without the consent or approval of the 
United States Employment Service of the War Manpower 
Conmnigsion. A worker may only be hired who presents to the 
employer a referral card, directed to him, issued by the Tnited | 
States Employment Service. 
4, Application for approval to hire a worker may be made by 


personal call at the nearest United States Employment Service 
Office where arrangements may be made to use War Manpow- 
er Commission Maine Form 106. Sueh approval or arrange- 
ments may be made at any one one of the local United States 
Employment Service offices of the War Manpower Commission 
located at:

He landed in Normandy on D-day, 
on the toughest of the beaches, and 
was jin the line for 37 days without 
rest. He has had innumerable nar-
